I have the honour to submit my annual report on the Health Services of 
the Borough of Hedon for 1959,

INFECTIOUS DISEASE. A total of 9 cases of infectious disease were notified, 

6 measles, 1 case of influenzal pneumonia and 2 cases of whooping cough, At 

the ond of the year, 17 cases of pulmonary and non~pulmonary tuberculosis were 
on the register, one new case having been reported, 


IMMUNISATION AND VACCINATION. Vaccination against poliomyelitis was offered to 
all persons up to 40 years of age and expectant mothers, Immunisation against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus is carried out at the Welfare Clinic each 
month, and children requiring booster doses are immunised in school, A total 
of 130 such immunisations were carried out during 1959, and 32 children were 
vaccinated against smallpox, 


ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIENE. Water is supplied by the Hull Corporation, and samples 
taken as required for bacteriological and chemical analysis are submitted to the 
Public Health Laboratory, Hull, 


SEWERAGE, Further steps have been taken towards the completion of the preliminary 
stages of the new sewerage scheme, It is hoped that this scheme will be started 
in 1960, as it is urgently required in the Borough both from Public Health and 
amenity view points,

Committee, the Public Health Inspector and all other Officials, for their 
co-operation and help during the year,

HOSPITALS 


Infectious disease cases are sent to the Isolation Hospitals at Cottingham, 
Bridlington and York, 


Most maternity cases are admitted to the Westwood Maternity Hospital, Beverley 
or the Seacroft Maternity Home, Withernsea, 


LABORATORY FACILITIES 


Specimens for pathological examination are sent to the Royal Infirmary, Hull, 
but bacteriological and biological examinations of milk, water and ice-cream are 
carried out by the Public Health Laboratory Service, Hull. 
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AMBULANCE FaCTLITIES 


The conveyance of all cases (including infectious disease) is the 
responsibility of the County Council as the Local Health Authority. 


CLINICS 
Tuberculosis ~ A chest clinic is held weekly at Coltman Street, Hull, 


Venereal Disease - A clinic is held daily at the Clinic, Mill Street, Hull, 
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
